E INDO-AFGHAN SITUATION. | 

The situation on the § northwestern frontier 
of India is assuming a most alarming aspect, and 
hostilities on a gigantic scale are probable. 
Practically the whole of the Punjaub trans-frontier 
clans are rising to avenge the late punishment 
meted out to the Zakka Khels and Wariris. It 
now looks as if the Amir of Afghanistan is really 
behind the movement, and although he may 
solemniy deny complicity, yet it is hard to believe 
that he is innocent, for in the recent Zakka Khel 
campaign, fugitive tribesmen, together with all 


the women-folk and children of this clan, retreated | 


into Aighan territory where they were openly 
received and sheltered. 

That a jirga will be summoned goes without 
Saying, as questions of a momentous character are 
always decided definitely one way or the other by 
this means. A “jirga” is a council of the leading 
men of a clan, assembled in the way which is cus- 
tomary for the settling of the business of the 
country. These head men come down from their 
mountain fastnesses to discuss with the Political 
Officer the question whether they will fight or 
agree to arbitration. They sit at the door of the 
Political Officer's tent, the leading men in front, 
and cach in turn speaks, urging his point with con- 
siderable skill. A maus rank among these clans 
is judged by the quality or his weapons, most of 
which have at one time or another been forcibly 
taken from British sentries and pickets guarding 
the frontier posts. | | 

Peshawar, the probable base of operations, is, 
comparatively speaking, impregnable; the forts of 


Michni, Shabkadr, Abazzie and Mackeson sur- 


round the city, and have always proved invaluable 
for the storage of provisions and ammunition; and, 


with an advanced line of field entrenchments ex- 


tending on all sides, these frontiersmen will find 
it dificult to penetrate in force these lines of 
communication and enter the Peshawar Valley 
There is, however, no reason to believe that the 
enemy will be able, in any case, to emerge from 
eithér the Khyber or Kohat passes into the more 
open country around Peshawar. From the foot 
of the mountains surrounding Peshawar on all but 


its eastern side is a level plain, whereon the tribes- 


men- would stand no chance against well-equipped 


“troops; and nothing would suit the British better 


than that these hardy mountaineers should be 
venturesome enough to leave their barren ‘strong- 
holds and descend into the plains to give battle. 

Afridi clans are, however, wise enough to en- 
gage the enemy in their own particular mannes 
viz.: sniping at long range, ambuscading columns 
on the march, and by successive night charges, in 
which latter they dre most daring and execute the 
most The Punjaub forces of the regular 
Indian army, British and native alike, with a most 
complete military training and equipment, are 


numerically superior to the whole fighting strength 


of the tribes in their immediate neighborhood; but 
should Afghanistan, with her splendidly equipped 


fighting men, take the field against the British, 


the seriousness of the situation will be trebly en- 
hanced. 

That Afghans and trans-frontier clans of the 
Moslem faith are treacherous is well known. We 
have only to remember the episode in the year 1879, 
when Major Cavagnari and Mr. Jenkins were both 
cruelly massacred in the streets of Kabul, together 
with their escort of the Guides. In the Tirah cam- 
paign of 1897 numerous were the incidents when 
‘British and native officers were foully murdered 


_ during times of truce, and it is of common occur- 


rence to hear of some officer of high rank being 
done to death at the hands of these fanatical out- 
laws. 

Im the. cold season, which corresponds to our 
winter, the tops of the neighboring mountains are 
covered with snow, and when the wind blows down 
from this quarter the Peshawar Valley becomes 
bitterly cold. Fort Jamrud at the mouth of the 
famous Khyber Pass is twelve miles from Pesha- 
war. During the last Kabuli war it was put into 
a complete state of defense, and is now capable 
of resisting any force of armed Afridis who may 
venture to attack it. Kohat, distant about forty 
miles to the south of Peshawar, is cut off from that 


| Station by a mountainous region, occupied by 


Jowaki Afridis, against whom the Indian govern- 
ment in 1877 sent an expedition 
These two posts will form the chief arteries 


‘through which the British troops will be supplied 


when at the front, and being points of great strate- 
gic value, it is there that the Afghan hordes are 
likely to join forces with their co-religionists and 


to wage one of the bitterest and most bloody cam 


in the annals of Indian warfare.

PEN SHOP” ON THE LAKES. 

J’ At a general meeting in Cleveland a few days 
ago, of the Lake Carriers’ Association, the “open 
shop” was uncompromisingly established on the 
lakes. Ninety-one per cent. of the association's 
tonnage was directly represented and the action 
was unanimous, says the Marine Review. Practic- 
ally every member present spoke. J. H. Sheadle, 
vice-president of the association, detailed present 


conditions forcefully. From what he related it 


was clear that individual members of the unions 
had, under cover of the union, abused their privi- 
leges aboard ship (as they do in all trades) and 
had even declined to perform their customary 
work. Obviously such a condition is intolerable. 


The following resolutions were unanimously 
adopted. | 
“The experience of the ship owners, managers, 


and licensed officers for the past years has demon* 
strated the necessity of what is referred to ag the 
open shop principle, in order to give that control 
and direction of the ships which is required for the 


equal good of the owner, the employé of the ships, 


and the dependent trade. And so it is resolved: 

“1. That the owners of ships on Great 
Lakes do now declare that the open shop principle 
be adopted and adhered to on our ships. . 

“2. That the Lake Carriers’ Association sta 
for the foregoing principle. 

“3. That the matter be referred to the Executive 
Committee, with full power to act and carry out 
this principle. . 

. That it should be the aim of the commit- 
tee in the means they shall adopt, to recognize a 
fair and equitable rate of wages, to insist on such 
regulations as shall proniote the comfort and well 
being of the employés, but putting the discipline of 
the ship in the hands of her executive officers.” 

That last sentence is the gist of the situation. 
No business, whether lake carrying or any other, 
can possibly succeed if its discipline is not in the 
hands of its executive officers, and that is the very 
thing which the advocates of unionism do not want. 
One by one employing associations all over the 
country are adopting the open shop principle for 
which The Times has contended for years, in 
equal justice to employers and employed. This 
principle is the only fair and equitable one for all 
industries on land or sea, in salt water or fresh
